GOOD POSITION, TIRPITZ SAYS: 


Quoted as Declaring She Wants 
“Peace Before U-Boats Can 
Defeat Her. 

COPENHAGEN. Oct. 13.—Admiral 
Yon Tirpitz, former Minister of the 
German Imperial Navy, interviewed 
by the Brunswick Landes Zeitung, is 
quoted as saying: 

“We can continue confidently to 
expect a final triumph over England 
as long as we continue to sink ves- 
sels faster than she constructs thern. 
A submarine war success cannot be 
expected immediately, however, but 
if we pursue our aim firmly we shall 
find after some months that our po- 
sition for negotiations with England 
will be quite different. 

“England desires negotiations now 
while her position is comparatively 
favorable. The decisive factors are 
the shipping losses suffered by the 
entente, and by neutrals who expose 
themselves to our U-boat war. 

“No definite time can be fixed for 
our success. Economically and as 
regards raw materials, our position 


today is stronger than that of 
France or Italy. How far England 
will be able to make her supplies last 
cannot be predicted. 

“But ‘the decisive factor is that 
while we supply four-fifths of our 
economic needs from our own pro- 
ductions. England has to fetch four- 
fifths of hers from overseas. 

“We are now at the fateful hour 
of our existence. Germany cannot 
maintain her position as a world 
Power against England unless her 
position is founded on might.”

Postmasters before offer- | 
ing for circulation by mail or other- 
wise, true translations of all articles 
respecting the Government of the

master-General in a proclamation to 
be issued shortly, and the Postoffice 
Department already is recei¥ing ap- 
plications. Licenses will be granted 
only to papers whose records sare 
deemed to warrant confidence that 
they will not abuse the privileze.

Orthwein, with Mrs. Orthwein and 
their daughter, Alma, have been 
making their home in Europe, most- 
ly in Switzerland, for about 17 vears.

For several years the family has 
made its headquarters at St. Moritz 
in the Swiss Alps.

Entertained by Prince. 

The Orthweins reached their 
greatest social prominence in_July, 
1982, when they were entertained at 
Mariefibad by Prince Adalbert. the 
third son of the Kaiser. At the time 
the rumor was circulated throughout 
the European press that his roya! 
highness was courting Miss Alma 
Orthwein. Later it was announced 
that the Prince planned a trip to 
America and that he would be the 
guest of the Orthweins in St. Louis. 

In an interview in Munich Miss 
Orthwein declared that while she 
and the Prince were on excellent 
terms of friendship, there was no 
truth in the report that he wished to 
marry her. 

Strongly Pro-German. 

A letter written by Orthwein to a 
£t. Louis friend in October, 1914, in- 
dicates the strong pro-German ten- 
dencies of the expatriate. It read 
as follows: 

“I believe the last decisive encoun- 
ters are now taking place in French 
Lorraine. If the Germans are again 
victorious there probably will be no 
effective French army left. We have 
had but very little news the last few 
| days, but I feel encouraged to be- 
lieve in German success, because 
Saturday the Kaiser ig reported to 
have spent the day watching the 
bombardment of Nancy. This, the 
army would no: have permitted had 
they not been certain tigat their po- 
sition was absolutely safe.

I attribute it entirely to the 
British Government, which I have 
always heard execrated, during the

Commerce. : 

The General is now in the commis- 
sion business, handling the garvanza 
bean crops of farmers in the south- 
ern part of the State of Sonora and 
in Northern Sinaloa. The garvanza 
bean is not to be confused with the 
common Mexican bean, or frijole, or 
with its cousins, the chile, Lima and 
navy beans. It is a small bean, not 
larger than u pea, and is esteemed a 
delicacy. 

Visits Aviation Camp. 

However, the General is being es- 
corted, on his present tour of the 
United States, not by any representa- 
tive of the American bean-growing 
interests, but by an officer of the 
United States army, Maj. Harvey 
Miller. And when he went out this 
morning with his local hosts, his des- 
tination was not any of the vast bean 
plantations of St. Louis County or the 
East Bide. Instead, he was taken 
to Scott Field, the United States 


In Washington. next week, Gen. 
Obregon is to meet Secretary ‘ Lan- 
sing. He was asked this morning 
what he expected to, talk with him 
about, bue he wouldn't say beans. 

Gen. Obregon is a man of few 
words, and those words are all spok- 
en in the tongue of Cortez and Car- 
ranza. He made a talk last evening 
at a dinner in Springfield, I1., with 
his adjutant, Alexander Ynigo, act- 
ing as interpreter. He will follow 
the same plan this evening, when he 
is to be the guest of the Foreign 
Trade Bureau at the Planters. 

Praises Carranza’s Rule. 

Answering reporters’ qyestions at 
the Jefferson Hotel, Gen. Obregon 
said: 

“Conditions in Mexico are 
good now. President Carranza’s 
going to stay. I am in complete ac- 
cord with President Carranza. 

“Villa is now in the mountains of 
Durango, with perhaps a few hun- 
dred followers. Gen. Murguia, in 
command in Chihuahua, is looking 
after him, and has given his forces 
tome bad beatings. In Morelos. 
there is still some trouble with Za- 
pata. But Mexico, as a whole, is 
quiet, and bandits are being sup- 
pressed by the regular military forces 
of the Government. 

“The best evidence of the condi- 
tions prevailing in Mexico is the fact 
that through train service is now a 
regular thing. Sleeping cars run 
from Laredo to Mexico City, and 
from Eagle Pass, with perhaps a 
change at Torreon. From Vera Cruz 
to Mexico City, and on the principal 
lines in other directions, trains are 
running on regular schedules.” 

He said that President Carranza’s 
authority was now established in all 
the States and territorial districts of 
Mexico, including Lower California. 

To questions about the result of 
President Wilson's “watchful wait- 
ing’ policy in Mexican matters, Gen. 
Obregon replied that he would rather 
rot talk about Government policies. 
as his own work had been not polit- 
ical, but military. He was asked as 
to Mexico’s plan for negotiating a 
loan in this country, and said such a 


plan was under way, but that he/ 


knew of it only from newspaper ac- 
counts, and that his visit to the Unit- 
ed States had nothing to do with 
the matter of a loan.

HE women soldiers of Russia, 
a8 the most amazing development 
of the revolution, if not of the 
world war itself, I confidently be- 
lieve, with the Cossacks, will prove 
to be the element needed to lead, if 
it can be led, the disorganized and 
demoralized Russian army back to 
its duty on the firing line. 


It was with the object, the hope, | 


of leading them back that the wom- 
en took up arms. Whatever else 
you may have heard about them, this 
is the truth. 

I know those women soldiers very 
well. I know them in three regi- 
ments, one in Moscow and two in 
Petrograd, and I went with one regi- 
ment as near to the fighting line as I 
was permitted. I traveled from Pet- 
rograd to a military position ‘“some- 
wheis in Poland” with the famous 
Botchkareva Battalion of Death. 


I left Petrograd in the troop train 
with the women. I marched with 
them when they left the train. I 
lived with them for nine days in 
their b@rrack, around which thou- 
sands of men soldiers were  en- 
camped. I shared Botchkareva’s 
soup and cassia, and drank hot tea 
out of her other tin cup. I slept 
beside her on the plank bed. 


I saw her and her women off to 
the firing line, and after the battle 
into which they led reluctant men, I 
gat beside their hospital beds and 


|heard their own stories of the fight. 


I want to say right here that a coun- 
try that can produce such women 
cannot possibly be crushed forever. 


It may take time for the army to) 
recover its present debauch of an- | 


archism, but recover it surely will. 


'And when it does it will know how 
.to honor the women who went out 
‘to fight when the men ran home. 


The Battalion of Death is not the 
name of one regiment, nor is it used 
exclusively to designate the women’s 
battalions. It is a sort of order 
which has spread through many reg- 
iments since the demoralization be- 
gan, and signifies that its members 
are loyal and mean to fight to the 
death for Russia. Sometimes an en- 
tire regiment assumes the red and 
black ribbon arrowhead which, 
sewed on the right sleeve of the 
blouse, marks the order. 

Regiments have been made up of 
volunteers who are ready to wear 
the insignia. Such a regiment is the 
Battalion of Death commanded by 
Mareea Botchkareva (the spelling is 
phonetic), the extraordinary peasant 
woman who has risen to be a com- 
missioned officer in the Russian 
army.

We learn from the daily papers that the Public Utilities . 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen has decided to tear up the com- 
promise ordinances whose terms were agreed on in public conferences 
of City and Company representatives last July. 


The papers say the Committee will draft a new ordinance 
retaining every concession the Company made to the City, but omitting 
some features considered favorable to the Company. For example, it 
is said the Committee will omit the 50-year franchise grant which would 
have strengthened the Company’s credit without i increasing its revenue, 
and will retain the mill tax, plus a 1% gross receipts tax,as a substitute for 
the franchise taxes now levied on our underlying constituent companies. 


The City, it appears, having wrung from the Company 
every advantage it demanded, now proposes to withhold some of the 
offsetting benefits which it offered in the July conferences and which 
induced the Company to agree to the trade. 


The proposed | gToss receipts tax, like the mill — 
tax and the license taxes, is a franchise tax—a tax on 
franchise values which the State declares we don’t 
own, and haven’t owned since 1913. Why should 
the street railway business, or any other St. Louis 
business, be taxed on property it doesn’t own? 


St. Louis needs for street railway service every 
penny of franchise taxes now levied or proposed to 


be levied by the City. The City can easily get that 


money from other sources without taxing any citizen 
unjustly—or on property he doesn’t own. The street 
railway service can’t get it anywhere except in the 
fare boxes. 


. There is still time for you to tell your City Govern- 


ment whether you want $400,000 to $480,000 a year of franchise tax, 
which nobody denies is double taxation, paid into the City Treasury or 
spent for more and better street car service.

Senator Simmons’ defense of the 8 per cent. 
supertax on salaries above $6000 lacks the can-| 
dor and sagacity to which we are accustomed in | 
that gentleman’s public utterances. 

This levy is in addition to the regular income 
tax and it is imposed as a tax on excess profits 
when, in the case of salaried men and of most. 
professional men, there are no excess profits. 
Mr. Simmons’ error is clearly shown by his re- 
mark that the stirtax on salaries is of the same 
character as the special tax on munitions. Muni- 
tion makers are among the profiteers of war. 
Professional and salaried men, without gains any- 
where else, are carrying heavy burdens of war 
prices and war taxes. 

Admitting, however, that a salaried man in pri- 
vate life earning $7500 a year should pay a super- 
tax of 8 per cent on $1500 on the ground that 
that is an excess profit, how does Mr. Simmons 
account for the exemption which members of 
Congress of that salary made in their own case? 

In the taxation of war profits it is always well 
at the outset to determine them with some re- 
gard to equity. If every man engaged in profes- 
sional and personal service who earns more than 
$6000 a year is to be classed with the profiteers 
and subjected to supertaxes as well as normal and 
surtaxes, the Congressman who exempts himuelf 
is at least a slacker, and some harsh critics might 
suspect him of being a grafter.

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A CHURCH PENSION SYSTEM. 

The $5,000,000 endowment which the Protestant 
Episcopal denomination started out to raise last 
year in aid of its disabled clergy and. their fam- 
ilies has grown to the great sum of $8,712,000, the 
fund being oversubscribed to the extent of $3,- 
700,000. 

Of the total, $3,384,355 is credited to New York 
and New Jersey and $1,222,768 to New England. 
To Missouri, Arkansas, Oklahoma, Kansas and 
New Mexico but $91,841 is credited in the printed 
reports of contributions. Of income and pros- 
pective income from the fund more than $200,000 
has already been appropriated to retired clergy-% 
men and the needy widows and orphans of. de- 
ceased clergymen.

She bottled 
up the teardrops and she opened wide the smiles— 
you would think, to hear her cooing, ’twas the hap- 
piest home for miles. One would think to hear her 
tell it life was good, without alloy, and each trial 
placed upon her was another name for joy. Her 
‘*jewels,’’ as she called them, were her pain and 
pleasure too; she clothed and fed and taught them, 
and she loved them through and through; and I 
couldn’t help but notice that she taught them from 
the start, that wherever life may find you, always 
do the manly part.

“An enterprising whaler last sea- 
son brought some whale meat into 
Seattle and placed it in the butcher 
shops and had it served at the hotels. 
It sold for 10 cents a pound, and the 
hotels served steaks for 40 cents that 
would have cost a $1.50 had they 
been beef. Guests ate of the whale 
meat and pronounced it as good as 
beef. Last year, also, the same ex- 
periment was tried at Long Beach, 
Cal., and the whale meat sold read- 
ily in the butcher shops and was 
liked by consumers. So it is earnestly 
urged, in these trying times, that 
housekeepers and hotels use the 
steak of these 1500 whales, which is 
equal in nutritive value to the meat 
of 100,000 prime porkers.”’
